Fire department wants 
sprinkler system ordinance 


As the Christmas holiday approaches, more and more homes like this one are starting to light 
up with decorations — but are they safe? 

Too many Christmas lights can add 
more than just sparkle to your home

Sierra Madre Fire Inspector William Kramer has 
provided us with some safety tips on how to de¬ 
corate our homes without burning them down. 

• When you are going to hang outdoor lights, you 
should prepare for the job first by checking to make 
sure your ladder is in proper condition. Too many 
accidents have occurred in the past when individuals 
have fallen when the ladder collapses beneath them. 
It would also be wise to have another individual 
.lelp you so that you don’t become stranded on your 
own roof should you lose the ladder. It is always 
^as'fr to go up than it is to come down. 

• Strings of lights should be e.xamined for worn 
wires. If they are worn out, it is safer to replace 
them than to trv repairing the old set. 

• Test lines for burned out lights while on the 
ground. It is a lot easier to lepiace bulbs from 
here rather than climbing up to do it. Never change 
bulbs while the cord is plugged in. The glass on 
bulbs is very thin and can break easily. If one 
were to break while you were changing, a .serious 
shock could occur. 

• Don’t use more than four strings of lights 
per electrical outlet. Overloading a circuit can result 
in a fire to the structure. 

• Don’t leave lights on when the house is un¬ 
attended. 

• Turn lights off during heavy rains or windy 


periods. 

• Connecting lights to a timer can be a safe way 


to remember to shut lights off when going to bed. 

Safety precautions should also be considered 
when decorating the indoor Christmas tree. Inspec¬ 
tor Kramer says that one of the major problems 
with Christmas tree-related fires is that people like 
to put the tree right in front of large, glass win¬ 
dows. This, however, is a poor location if the tree 
should catch fire because the glass breaks and fuels 
the fire with fresh air. 

Because Christmas trees dry out \cry quickly, 
it is wise to place the tree in a secure holder with 
a water well. .Adding aspirin to the well can keep 
the tree fresh longer. Kramer noted that dry trees 
have a burning point of 115 degrees alter only 
10-15 days. This i-. almost at the spontaneous 
combustion level. When coupled with the tact that 
the tree bulbs have a temperature of 135 degrees 
F.. It IS remarkable that more fires are not common 
place. This is why it is very important to monitor 
the freshness of the tree on a regular basis. If 
the tree is becoming dry, it might be wise not to 
keep it illuminated until disposal. 

Kramer points out other safety suggestions: 

• Never dispose of your tree in the fireplace. 
The tar resins can e.xplodc. Strip the branches and 
bundle the tree for the refu.se department to pick up. 

• Lights and decorations should be hung out of 
the reach of frisky pets and children. 

• One should not assume that the tree they just 
purchased is fresh and out of danger to heat and 
fire. Kramer mentioned that most trees are cut down 
in .luly or August and then are Iro/en. 


Sierra Madre Fire Inspector Bill Kramer in 
the Sierra Madre City Council study session Tues¬ 
day evening explained why the local fire depart¬ 
ment would like to see an ordinance, requiring 
automatic residential fire sprinklers in both single ^ 
family homes and multiple units. 

‘‘Each year nearly 90®/o of all lives lost in fires, 
60% of all fire injuries and 45®/o of all property 
lost in fires are the result of fires in residential 
occupancies,” he argued. 

The ordinance he and Fire Chief Roger Keith 
presented call for sprinkler systems to be a part ol 
new construction in both types of homes. They 
also ask for systems to be imperative in occu¬ 
pancies being renovated over 30% or more of their 
gross square footage. And they ask that all hotels, 
apartments and condominiums should be retrofitted 
with the systems within five years of the passage 
of such an ordinance. Kramer explained that re¬ 
trofitted means ‘‘already up and functioning” so 
that established residences would be open for the 
system within five years. 

Kramer said the system would cost $1.02 to 
$1.23 per square foot which amounts to ‘‘less than 
wall-to-wall carpet.” 

The fire department also addressed a possible 
ordinance that would limit the use of wood shake 
shingle siding in Sierra Madre, hopctully pro¬ 
hibiting use of the material completely. 

Both ordinances will be sent to City Attorney 
Charles Martin for review before public hearing 
dates are established. 

Fire Department Battalion Chief Fd Tracy 
spoke of the department’s concern with the irregular 
height limits of homes in Sierra Madre. He ex¬ 
plained that the department had 24-foot and 35- 
foot ladders. 

‘‘If allowable footage is 35 feet, it will present 


problems for us. We could make it if the limita¬ 
tion is 28 feet,” he said. Fie recommended mea¬ 
suring two sides of a structure and to hold the 
maximum height to the roof line to 28 feet other¬ 
wise with 35-foot heights the fire service needs 
ladders up to 40 feet. 

Although an hour in the regular council meeting 
was spent discussing the “pros” of an appeal 
hearing that had been bounced back and forth 
between the Planning Commission and the council, 
the council agreed with the commissioners in 
denying variances for building a garage at 273 E. 
Alegria .Ave. Councilman Roy Buchan said the 
Mo.sers and Agnes Resh had not explored all the 
possibilities. Councilwoman Lisa Fowler was the 
only dissenter. 

Buchan and Fowler were appointed by Mayor 
Charles Corp to form a subcommittee to discuss 
the possibility of joining with the Naticrnal His¬ 
toric Preservation Act of 1966 which would put 
a stamp of approval on the never-ending preserva-

Now that tax reform is a real possibility 
for next year, (as it never aetually was in 
1985, most experts say), the rush to invest in 
assorted forms of tax-exempt securities could 
be just about over. Amid all the hoopla over 
various aspects of the tax proposals is one 
that woidd strike down the tax-exempt nature 
of many investment instruments. 

Well, don’t rush to cash in your tax- 
frees just yet. Right now, all the institutions 
are buying heavily in the tax-free municipal 
bond market. After the first of the year, the 
supply of bond should abruptly shrink since 
so many were marketed late in 1985 to beat 
the possible deadline. That will force prices 
higher. And right now, the spread between 
yields on tax-free and taxable is historically 
tiarrow. 

And if the bonds are so-called “private 
purpose’’ — issued to finance hospitals, stu¬ 
dents, public mortgages or industrial develop¬ 
ment — the price will go up after the tax is 
passed, because the bonds’ earning keep their 
tax exemption. That higher price could more 
than tnake up for the tax rate. Resides, you 
will still have the state exemption on the bond, 
which should further drive up prices. Atid there 
are lots of other technical reasons, but the 
experts still think that in general, holders of 
tax-exempts will come out ahead. 

Will Rogers could not have known how 
right he was when he said, “When everybody 
has money, they cut taxes and when they’re 
broke, they raise ’em. That’s statesmanship.’’

Disagree with 
S.M. News reporter 

I have Just received 
my Nov. 21 copy of 
The News, and (as usual), 
sat down to enjoy it im¬ 
mediately. My enjoy¬ 
ment was somewhat dim¬ 
med, however, by .I.M.’s 
harangue against all 
things Russian in her 
“article” about her re¬ 
cent trip. 

Before anyone berates 
me, no, I am not a Com¬ 
munist, nor am I a sym¬ 
pathizer. But I have been 
twice to Russia in the last 
two years in my capacity 
as Tours Chairmati of 
the RAF Mildcnhall Gf- 
ficers’ W'ivcs’ Club, and 
while 1 recogtiizc some of 
the experiences J.M. re¬ 
lates (the incident of the 
passport, rings some 
bells), on the whole, I 
found the Russian people 
friendly, service in the 
Beriozkas much better 
than service at some of 
our American depart- 
metit stores atid the food 
excellent, although may¬ 
be not to everyone’s 
taste. Could it be that 
J.M.’s rotten trip was 
caused not by the treat¬ 
ment she (or others) re¬ 
ceived, but by her at¬ 
titude towards what she 
was going to sec? It 
seems to me that she for¬ 
gets that the Soviet Un¬ 
ion is not, nor has ever 
pretended to be atiythittg 
like the United States. 


You cannot get Ameri¬ 
can food; if you wanted 
that, J.M., you should 
have stayed home. 

While on a tour of 
any foreign country, it is 
assumed that you will go 
to see the sights of that 
country. Rather than 
“belaboring” our group 
with anything, OUR 
guide pointed out the 
things that the Russian 
people are very proud of, 
such as the monuments 
to the dead of the war 
against Hiller in which 
20 million Russians lost 
their lives. Remember, 
our own war memorials 
are to commemorate sol¬ 
diers. Theirs are to hon¬ 
or soldiers, too, of 
course, but also the ma¬ 
ny thousands of civilians 
who died in places like 
the Seige of Leningrad. 
Shame on you, J.M. You 
make it sound as if a 
monument to the fight 
against Hiller eguaies 
with one to a fight 
against America. 

My group was given 
lots of history; sur¬ 
prisingly little was about 
the Revolution. Trips to 
places of pilgrimage for 
“good” Soviets were op¬ 
tional, so that if one 
didn’i choose to go, one 
didn’t have to. These in¬ 
cluded the l.enin Mu¬ 
seum, Lenin’s Tomb 
(in Moscow), and the 
Museum of Science and 
Industry. I did not go 
to these; 1 am not (hat 


interested in the history 
of the Revolution. I did, 
however, go to see the 
Kirov Ballet (not bad, if 
you like ballets), the 
Moscow Circus and 
the highlight of the 
whole trip, (surprised as 
I was when I saw them), 
a marvelous perfor¬ 
mance of the Red Army 
Choir. Not a load of 
“Russian doom and dis¬ 
aster”; far from it! 
There were songs and 
dances from each repub¬ 
lic in the USSR, and in 
traditional costumes. 

There were so many 
museums that it was 
slightly overwhelming, 
but only in the sense 
of too much of a good 
thing. Considering the 
extent of the damage 
done to the beuildings, 
the Russians have done 
an admirable job of re¬ 
constructing and re¬ 
placing the listoric and 
beautiful buildings and 
churches, particularly in 
and around Leningrad. 
The damage that was 
done there, by the way, 
was done by the Ger¬ 
mans during WWII. 

As for the lack of 
children, while I was 
there the first time I, 
too, noticed the lack of 
them on the streets, but 
upon attending the cir¬ 
cus, 1 .seemed to have 
located almost every one 
of them in the country. 
It was then that 1 real¬ 


ized that during the day, 
most children in most 
countries are in school. 

Still on the subject of 
children, I gather that 
J.M. went to Russia dur¬ 
ing the summer, due to 
the reference to Youth 
Camp. Heavens, she 
made it sound like con¬ 
centration camp. When 
my parents sent me to 
camp when I was small, 
I sincerely hope that they 
didn’t expect me to be 
tortured the way J.M. 
suggests (by inuendo) 
that the Russian children 
are. In America, not all 
children go to camp be¬ 
cause there are cost fac¬ 
tors, not enough camps 
to house all of them, or 
what-have-you; in Rus¬ 
sia, not all children go 
to camp, either, but a 
great many more of them 
do because it is free. 
There are many, many 
camps and because the 
kids enjoy camp. Just 
like here in the good 
ol’ US of A. 

I am at this point 
very irritated with J.M. I 
do not like being in the 
position of defending my 
country’s enemies. 1 also 
do not like biased re¬ 
porting. 1 felt 1 must 
write from my own ex¬ 
perience in the interests 
of fair play.

Tips, Tales Taatalizers 

It’s definitely a sticky subject because 
nobody really knows how it works. I’m talking 
about glue, or as some people refer to it — 
adhesive. 

The difference between the two is that glue 
is made from animal proteins called collagen. 
And I’m sure that all of us women know what 
collagen is. It’s an ingredient that is put in a 
lot of cosmetics. You think the manufacturers 
are trying to tell us something? 

Adhesives, on the other hand, are made 
from chemicals and are amazingly strong. 
(Take it from one who knows, because she used 
a “special” super-sticky adhesive and wound 
up leaving a layer of skin on the object she 
was trying to glue together!) In fact, if you 
have bought a car recently, you might be 
interested to know that among all that steel. 


glass, vinyl and chrome, you also get 25 
pounds of glue. And the money you used 
to buy that car is made with glue too. 

Doctors also use adhesives to bond broken 
bones, and dentists have found special 
adhesives useful as bandages over gums to stop 
bleeding after dental surgery. The bandage 
gradually dissolves and is absorbed by the 
body. (We’ve come a long way since 
mucilage — remember mucilage? . . . The glue 
made from plants and packaged in a little 
gla.ss bottle with a rubber tip?) 

About 3000 years before Christ, the 
Egyptians were making glue. They discovered 
that there was a physical and chemical bond of 
molecules which caused the glue or adhesive 
to stick. Molecules are electrons and atomic 
nuclei which are bonded together in the first 
place by electromagnetic forces. Pretty simple, 
right? But still, no one really knows exactly 
how glues and adhesives work. They just do.
